Claims 1, 3, 4, 6- 10, 16, 19-23 and 25-29 are pending. Claims 2 5 5, 1 1-15, 17, 18 and 24 have 
been cancelled. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 12-12-2007 is in compliance 
with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being 
considered by the examiner. 

Response to Amendment 

3. The amendment filed 12-12-2007 does not introduce any new matter into the disclosure. 
The amendment is supported by the original disclosure. Applicant has cancelled all the rejected 
claims 2, 5, 1 1-14 and 17 to expedite allowance of the instant application. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6- 10, 
16, 19-23 and 25-29 were allowed in earlier office actions and Claims 15 and 18 were cancelled 
in 1 1-08-2004 response and Claim 24 was cancelled in 08-02-2007 response. 

4. Applicant arguments filed on 12-12-2007, under remark regarding allowable limitations 
"a response time of liquid crystal when a voltage value is changed from the first signal voltage to 
the second signal voltage is calculated, and in an order from a pixel in which the calculated 
response time of liquid crystal is long, the potential of the second signal voltage is applied to the 
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pixel electrode of the pixel in the second sub-frame period; applying a potential of a first signal 
voltage to the first and second pixel electrode and applying a potential of a second signal voltage 
to the second pixel electrode, wherein a difference between an absolute value of the first signal 
voltage and the second signal voltage is larger than 0 volt and smaller than 0.5 volt; and deciding 
an order of applying the second signal voltages to the plurality of pixel electrodes in accordance 
with a voltage difference between the first and second signal voltages of the corresponding pixel 
electrodes" are persuasive; as after further extensive search and consideration, independent 
claims 1, 3, 7 and 19-22 do overcome prior art cited on 892 's 1449's, searched inNPL and 
searched in PGPUB; which puts application number 09966354 in condition for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6- 10, 16, 19-23 and 25-29.are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

7. Applicant has cancelled all the rejected claims 2, 5, 11-14 and 17 to expedite allowance 
of the instant application. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6- 10, 16, 19-23 and 25-29 were allowed. Applicant's 
arguments filed on 12-12-2007 are convincing. As argued by applicant in remarks under claim 
rejection page 8; prior arts of Tokuro (US 6,424, 331 Bl), Yamazaki; Suguru (US 6522319 Bl), 
BOLOTSKI, MICHAEL et al. (US 2003/0043093 Al).with all of the other prior art cited on 
892's 1449's, searched in NPL and searched in PGPUB, fails to recite or disclose all the other 
limitations of independent claims in combination with uniquely distinct features represented by 
underlined bold claim limitations recited below; 
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"a response time of liquid crystal when a voltage value is changed from the first 
signal voltage to the second signal voltage is calculated, and in an order from a pixel in 
which the calculated response time of liquid crystal is long, the potential of the second 
signal voltage is applied to the pixel electrode of the pixel in the second sub-frame period; 
applying a potential of a first signal voltage to the first and second pixel electrode and 
applying a potential of a second signal voltage to the second pixel electrode, wherein a 
difference between an absolute value of the first signal voltage and the second signal 
voltage is larger than 0 volt and smaller than 0.5 volt: and deciding an order of applying 
the second signal voltages to the plurality of pixel electrodes in accordance with a voltage 
difference between the first and second signal voltages of the corresponding pixel 
electrodes".
